1.500 ^ear-Old Game Galls 
For Devotion

The chess player. a man with 
a faraway rook in this eye. ac­ 
tually suffers from addiction to 
a 
1.500-year-old 
game 
once 
dubbed the royal sport of kings 
The addict, usually possess­ 
ing the instincts of a horse- 
trader. the slyness of a fox and 
the relentless pursuit of a chee­ 
tah. happily marshals his army 
of knights, bishops, king. queen 
and pawns on a board composed 
of 64 squares, and ferociously 
wages war against his oppon­ 
ent s similar array 
Historians end in a stalemate 
trying to pinpoint the birth­ 
place of chess .Most of them 
agree Hindus in\ented the game 
in the fifth century 
It found 
favor among the royalty of In­ 
dia. Persia and Arabia before 
its introduction to the Western 
World.

caused considerable stirrings in 
the graves of Romans breeks 
Babylonians.

The mystics might have a

Historical 
records 
of 
chess games play*-d in tile time 
of the Egyptians keep cropping 
up with annoying frequency Be 
sides the gam es pristine pos­ 
sibilities. a number of chess 
subtleties seem to d* fy human 
inventiveness. 
For 
instance 
Chess possesses no elements of 
chance. A player s smcv-s <>r 
failure depends solely upon his 
attained skill 
And there s the 
little matter of the game ending 
with the capture of the king 
though this piece is never re 
moved from the board 
And 
what about the queen, the most 
powerful piece on the becard, 
bowing to her lord the king’’ 
Reflection also reveals 
that 
• liess pieces are mutually sub­ 
servient in the power of cap­ 
ture A lowly pawn can capture 
a lordly bishop or rook, while 
any knight foolish enough to 
dally with the queen is sure to 
end with his saber bent

presses the old adage. ‘ The 
king is dead, long live the king 
But could it just be possible 
the game rn intended to demon­ 
strate an eternal cycle? 
In the field of terminology. 
Chess has been easier to tract*, 
the word “chess" coming from 
the Persian “Shah" or "king". 
Checkmate” from Shah mat." 
meaning "the king is dead.”

Death and passing might be 
apt terms describing the con­
